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Washington, Da C., March ;}4.~-The 

navy department is preparing: to agsign 
to American shipbuilders such portions 
of the great building, program author- 
ized by congress as each plant is best 
fitted to handle. Bids for six scout 
cruisers récélvéd today were within the 
limit of cost fixed by congress, but no 
awards will bé made until the survey 
of the entire shipbuilding industry has 
been completed. 
Representatives of all major ship- 
building companies will confer again 
with Secretary Daniels. Full informa- 
tiom-as to the present capacity and-pos- 
sible extensions of each plant has been 
furnished. On the basis of this data, a 
plan for digtributing among the plants; 
the eight capital ships; six scout cruis- 
ers,. thirty-eight submarines, and fifteen 
or more destroyers will-be mapped out 
and each builder will be called upon to 
undertake without Berges his share of 
the work. 


Navy Orders Come First. 
Assurances have been received from 
steel and other m@terial makers that 
navy orders will be given right of way. 
The chief difficulty is in securing en- 
gines for all type of navy craft, tnclud- 
ing the new coast patrol boats. A plan 
for the codrdination of the engine build- 
ing capacity of the country may be nec- 
essary. 

The department has sought informa- 
tion from the Electric Boat and Lake 
Torpedo Boat companies, the two con- 
cerns building navy submarines, as to 
the number of boats each could com- 
plete within six months. Repifes have 
not been received as yet.

' With the passage by the house of the resolution 
gubiaithinn 4 constitutional convention to the peo- | 
ple, the movement for governmental reform takes 
a long step forward. Gov. Lowden's administrative 
code act, which was the result of the labors of the 
efficiency and economy commission, headed by Sen- 
ator Walter Manny, made an auspicious beginning | 
of reconstruction. .If the people will it, wé may 
now go on'to an overhauling of the fundamental 


The chief of these is a véboitiiia of elective 
officers so that the people may know whom they 
are voting for and hold’ them responsible for the: 
‘efficient- conduct of public business. While our 
present complicated system exists responsibility is 
scattered and evaded and public administration 
cannot ‘help being wasteful, expensive, and Aneffi- 
cient. There ate other reforms needed, but the 
greatest is to make government responsible to 
the people. — 

‘Other leading questions will concern woman suf- 
frage and liquor. Certainly the new constitution 
should provide for a more flexible system of amend- | 
and | ment than at present. : 

It is te be hoped, also, that the framers of a new 
constitution will respect the precedent of the 
founders of the republic, who devised in their great ' 
instrument ‘a. simple document laying down the 
broad outlines of government and enunciating gen- 
eral principles. One of the faults of later state 
constitutions, including our own, was a failure to! 
distinguish between what is proper in an organic 
or basic law ard what belongs to statutory legisla- 
tion. As a result we have had imbedded perma- 
nently in constitutional form provisions which are 
not basic but should have been left to legislative 
action and been subject to modification or repeal, 
according to the changing needs of the time. 

' The question whether we are to have a Constitu- 
tional convention will be submitted to the people 
at the next general election, that of November,

Their castles cim- 
manded the Palatinate, and consequent- 

ly they suffered heavily whén the 
French invaded that province in the 
time of Louls XIV., destroying every- 
thing on which: they could lay their 
hands. The ruins ofthese castles are 
still standing. ‘ 

Beilstein stapds as a picturesque shell 
above the Moselle, at one of the most 
striking points of that beautiful river, 
and the Winneburg forms .a landmark 
on the highest point behind Cochem and 
is regarded as thé principal, if not the 
original, seat of the family. 

It is from Winneburg that the Aus- 
trian Metternichs take their designa- 
tion of Metternich-Winneburg. Of that 
branch the most promiment and distin- 
guished member in the latter part of 
the eighteenth century was Count 
~George Metternich-Winneburg.

The main branch of the family, how- 
ever, never moved from the Palatinate, 
retained the old patronymic of Wolff. 
prefixed to the name of Metternich, and 
made its headquarters at the casfle of 
Gracht, opposite Bingen, now in the pos- 
session of the recently deceased Count 
Paul's elder brother, Ferdinand, mar- 
ried to Princess Flaminfa Salm-Salm.

PARIS, March i14.—Fernand Labori, 
who was attorney for Capt. Alfred Drey- 
fus, died today after a long and painful 
illness. 

Fernand Labori, long prominent at 
the Paris bar, sprang into international 
prominetite as the result of his activi- 
ties in the celebrated Dreyfus case in 
the late "SOs. 

A conspicuous service in this cc nec- 
tion was performed by him in behalf 
of Emile Zola when that noted author 
was accused of libeling the French pres- 
ident and the French army in his de- 
fense of Capt. Dreyfus. Later Maitre 
Labori acted as the defender of Drey- 
fus at the treason trial at Rennes. 

He was attorney at various times in 
the cases of not a few prominent ‘Amer- 
icans engaged in litigation in France 
and in numerous French cases of note, 
including the Caillaux case, in which 
he was counsel for Mme. Caillaux. He 
was born in Reims in 1860.

Housing Question Important. 
But when the Negro laborers and their — 
families are here, the anxiety of the 
employer, at least in many cases, is 
about ended, say civic workers, prop- 
erty owners, and the police. The ques- 
tion of housing, disciplining, and edu- 
cating them is “ up to somebody eise.” 
The “somebody else must neces- 
sarily be public officials, the health de- 
partment, civic organizations, and vari- 
ous white and Negro social warkers.

Chicago.—[To the® Editor.]—The best 
black bass fishing I have ever had was 
about Dade, City. There are several 
lakes! lakes’ in this region, but the best are 
known as Twin lakes. These two lakes 
fare land locked and spri fed. The 
water is clear and cold, the fish are 
real fighters—break water on a slack 
line and give great sport. 


in a day, weighing from.9 to 15% ‘pounds. 
It was In these lakes thet I took my 
largest bass. It measured 29% inches 
and weighed 15% pounds. Larger ones 
have been taken about Dade City. One, 
I was told, weighed’ 25% pounds, and’ I 
can well believe it, and think I had hold 
of at least one this size.

I fished: this territory ebout three 
times and used 6 foot 3 inch rods, 
weighing 5% ounees. These big fish put 
tackle of this kind out of commission 
in a littl while. The big ones have a 
habit of going down deep and jt takes 
work to get them coming and at the 
expense of the action of one’s rods. 
Wher these big boys come out with 
their mouths wide open they certainly 
look big enough to toss your hat into 
them. They boil the water in an angry 
way and make splendid runs, particular- 
ly in wide circles. 

In this region I took several crappies, 
weighing from 3 to 5 pounds—in my 
|} opinion, the best pan fish that swims, 
| either: in salt or fresh water. 
= 


I have taken Florida bass on a fly, 
but the fly rods I had with me were 
too light. I found it impossible to bring 
the big ones to net. Usually they man- 
“aged to get into the lily pads, weeds, or 
snag themselves, and out of kindgess 
to my rods I gave it up as a bad job. 
_ Understand, the average Florida bass is 
imot much on the fight, but’ when one 
strikes spring fed lakes I have found 
them quite equal as fighters to many 
bass I have taken in northern waterd. 

But, brother, you know that there is 
only one real way to take a bass, and 
that is.in a river, and with the feathers. 
I am aching right now for the feel of 
one of those upper Mississippi bass on a 
5% ounce fiy rod.
